In a rtnk packed with cheering 
spectators the Vickers team defeated 
McGlll by the score of 6-4. The game 
was In doubt from beginning to the 
end, McGlll holding the lead until the 
last five minutes when Langlois put 
in the deciding goal for Vickers. 

The students turned out, almost to 
a man, and with the aid of a good 
représentation from the R. V. C, kept 
up a racket from the time the team 
stepped on tile ioe until the gong rang 
for its flniflh. Although the rink was 
about half filled with supporters of 
the Vickers team, when the McGlll 
rooters started their yells it would 
seem as if the whole assembly were 
rooting for the college team. 

The game was marked by the ap- 
pearance of Flanagan on the ice, for 
McGill, for the first time since his re- 
turn from overseas. It had been ru- 
moured that be would turn out with 
the Victoria team but he registered 
in time to get a place with the Red 
and White. Although be was unable 
to play for any length or time last 
night, owing to the fact that he is not 
yet In proper condition, yet he will 
be a valuable asset to the team after 
he has bad a few stiff practices. 
I Frank Shaughnessy also appeared 
in the McOlll coaching box and with 
Harry Hyland managed the team. It 
Is the first time that Shaughneasy has 
been present at any of the McGlll 
I athletic contests since he coached the 
Senior Rugby team in the last year 
of the Intercollegiate schedule, and 
he was welcomed by many of the stu- 
dents. 

The McOlll men all played their 
; hardest throughout the game and do- 
' serve credit for the excellent showing 
they made. Behan played one . of the 
best games since he has been at the 
college and was largely responsible 
for McGill'B tallies. Ills offensive 
work bothered the Vickers defence at 
all stages of the game and his back 
'checking was responsible for stop- 
ping many a rush. Henoy was prob- 
ably the most effective man on the 
defence and stopped many rushes 
while he himself carried the puck 
down the ice on numerous occasions. 

Dlneen played his position on right 
wing in a very able manner and while 
he scored onehimself, he assisted in 
scoring some of the others. He dem 
onstrated that he could skate away 
from the Vickers team whenever he 
pleased and on numerous occasions 
took the puck away from their 
players by simply skating In front of 
them and preventing them from reach 
ing it. Gallery made several vicious 
shots on Brophy, Vickers goal tender, 
and succeeded in putting one In; he 
was rather slow in regaining his po- 
sition after making a rush and on one 
or two occasions missed passes sent 
to his wing. Dawe played a hard 
game hut became played out early in 
the game. He Is now properly coach- 
ed to hold his position and will make 
a valuable player. 

The game was played throughout 
with the regular team on the Ice, only 
one or two of the substitutes being 
used, and they demonstrated that they 
are in very good shape. Towards the 
last they were forced to slow down 
considerably and the play became 
rather ragged, but considering the 
speed maintained throughout they 
stood the pace very well. 

The Vickers team is composed of 
practically all the stars of last year's 
Montreal league and present an ex- 
cellently rounded off team. The maj- 
ority of their players are veterans 
and know all the finer points of the

game but in stick-handling and speed 
in skating they have to concéda some- 
thing to the McOill team. 

The player who made the best show- 
ing on their team was Dufresne, a 
newcomer to the league. He played a 
consistent game throughout the three 
periods and scored two goals for Vic- 
kers. His good Bhowing was marred 
somewhat by an attack m&do upon 
Gallery In the last period, seemingly 
for no reason whatever. Norton, on 
the defence, showed himself a master 
of tactics and on several occasions 
was able to penetrate the McGlll de- 
fence and would have scored more 
often were it not for the effective 
work of Dooner in the goals, who 
turned many hot ones aside. 

The game started with the play 
fairly even, both the Vickers and Mc- 
Oill nets being in danger at times and 
both of the goal-tenders had many 
opportunities to display their skill. 
The crowd were several times de- 
ceived by apparent goals and the 
referee was forced to keep a very 
close watch on the men to detect any 
rough work. There were many 
chances lost by both sides In scrim- 
mages before the nets but in the ex- 
citement of the play they were not 
noticed. 

It appeared as if neither of the 
teams would be able to score during 
the first period, but Dawes, Behan 
and Dlneen made a rush down the ice 
and after a fast combination play 
Dlneen shot but Brophy saved; Behan 
was righl in front of the net and, 
securing the puck on the rebound, 
scored the first for McGlll. The root- 
ers urged the team to add another to 
the score, and, although they mads 
many attempts to do so, the gong rang 
for the end of the period with the 
score still standing 1-0 for McOhl. 

The second period began with Mc- 
Glll forcing tie pace and Brophy was 
called upon to stop many hot ones. 
After six minutes of play, Behan se- 
cured the centre and, although forced 
to go through the whole team alone, 
he succeeded In putting a pretty shot 
past the Vickers goal tender. It now 
looked as if McGill would have no 
difficulty In retaining the lead and 
the rooters once more gave vent to 
their feelings. 

The Vickers team suddenly seemed 
to take a new lease on life and sev- 
eral rushes were made by their fop- 
ward line. From a mlx-up In front of 
the McGlll net, O'Leary put the puck 
past Dooner making the score 3-1 la 
McGiU's favour. One minute after the

FINE LECTURE- 
RECITAL BY 
G. M. BREWER 

Musical Treat Given to Alum- 
nae Society. 



VARIED PROGRAMME 

Was One of the First Students 
of McGill Conservatoi-ium 
af Musk 

Yesterday afternoon a charming 
lecture-recital was givon in R. V. C. 
to the members of the Alumnae So- 
ciety, by Mr. George Brewer. Mr. 
Brewer was among the rirst students 
of the McGlll Conservatorium, and is 
at present the organist of the Uni- 
tarian Church. 

"Pelleas and Melisande" was pro- 
duced in France for the first time Id 
1902, and was an Immediate success. 
Debussy's text was Maeterlinck's 
"Pelleas and Melisande." The music 
is a revolutionary score, the most re- 
volutionary since Wagner's "Tristan 
and Isolde." In contrast to Wagner, 
Debussy employs little or no vocal 
melody and no special motives. Un- 
like Strauss, the orchestra does not 
depend on augmentation of tons for 
effect. It was scarcely larger than 
that of Mozart, and certainly did not 
exceed that of Beethoven. 

The opera consists of five acts. The 
story is rather fragmentary, and is 
concerned with the eternal triangle. 
Mr. Brewer first gave a summary of 
the text, and then proceeded to illus- 
trate various scenes, explaining the 
music on the piano. 

Mr. Brewer played the prelude to 
act i, the music of which explains the 
story. The first scene opens with 
Melisande weeping at the fountain in 
the forest Prince Goland, who has 
tost his way, enters,, and seeing Mel- 
isande, approaches and questions her. 
At the dose of the scene they leave 
the forest together. 

Debussy employs symphonic treat- 
meat only in the interludes. The sec- 
ond scene is of little musical Interact 
except In the recitative which uc com- 
panies the reading of Goland's letter 
to his brother, Pelleas, telling of his 
marriage to Melisande. In this letter 
Goland asks that a lamp be put In the 
tower if his grandfather approves of 
the step he has taken, and will re- 
ceive him and his bride. The lamp is 
placed in the tower, and Goland re- 
turns. The third scene suggests the 
beginning of love between Pelleas and 
Melisande. 

Act 11, scene 1, shows the loss of 
Mellsande'a wedding ring, which she 
accidentally lets fall into the well. In 
the second scene, Goland, who is re- 
covering from a fall from his horse, 
and is being nursed by Melisande, 
notices that the ring is not on her 
finger. Melisande tells hlme that she 
lost it in a cave while looking for 
stalls, and la tent with Pelleas to 
search for H. The third scene shows 
Pelleas and Melisande at the entrance 
to the cave. Here Debussy displays 
his wonderful power of orchestration. 
The gloom of the cavern, the flash of 
moonlight, which reveals three old

It is true that some professors do not care for students to 
cultivate their acquaintance, and so repel any advances, but gen- 
erally speaking most professors would like to have students know 
them better. There is a real soul hidden in the bosom of most of 
our professors. 

Cultivate your professors, they will appreciate it and it will 
do you good.

lose to either dramatic or musical 
effect A note of purpose creeps into 
the fourth scene. Ore feels that the 
lovers are puppets in the hand? of 
fate. Pelleas and Melisande meet out- 
aide the castle gates and confess their 
lova for one another. This Is one of 
the most striking examplea of the 
strength of Debussy. The orchestra 
decreases in volume, airing the effect 
of a scene played at a great distance. 
At the declaration of love the voices 
alone are heard, and the orchestra re- 
commences with muted tone. This is 
quite revolutionary in character 
scenes such as this had hitherto been 
interpreted by Wagner and other fam- 
ous cotnpoeers by the use or all in- 
struments. There is a magnalcent 
lyrical outburst, which Is very unusual 
In Debussy. The castle gates are 
closed, and the lovers realize that mat- 
ters have fot beyond their control. 
At this point Ooland appears, falls 
upon Pelleas and kills him, and pur- 
suing Melisande into the wood he 
wounds her. 

The fifth' act is the deathbed of 
Melisande. The prelude Is very ex- 
pressive. The music accompanying 
the words of Arkel, the grandfather, to 
Ooland is beautiful In the extreme. 
The final words of Arkel sum up the 
tragedy. . 

Mrs. Howell then thanked Mr. Brewer 
for the most profitable and enjoyable 
hour which had been spent In listen- 
ing to his instructive lectuTO-recltaL 



Once more it Is necessary to call the 
attention of the R.V.C. undergraduates 
to tie list of books missing from the 
R.V.C. Library. This list is posted on 
the notice board, and in aptte of the 
fact that the matter has been twice 
mentioned in these columns, and was 
also brought up at the Undergraduate 
meeting held last Thursday, hardly 
any of the books listed have been re- 
turned. 

The R. V. C. Ubrary does not keep 
a librarian In constant attendance, nor 
should one be necessary. The rules 
which have been formulated are few 
in number, and it should require no 
compulsion to enforce them. Books 
are not to be taken from the Library 
before five o'clock in the evening, and 
before removal are to be entered in the 
record provided for the purpose. Day 
students are required to leave their 
names with Miss Longworth when re- 
moving a book from the house. One 
would imagine that University under- 
graduates would not find it difficult to 
adhere to these few simple rules. 

Tet every year a long list of unre- 
corded and missing books la published. 
This year the list includes twenty books 
comprising titles which Implicate nil 
four years, though the first two years 
must be held "responsible for ths 
majority. Of these, only four have 
been marked off as returned. 

All students ire urgently requested 
to scan their bookcases tad make cer- 
tain that none of the missing volumes 
are on the shelves. The list at pres- 
ent is an eloquent protest against the 
honour system now la practice. Let 
us show that the confidence we have 
enjoyed is not misplaced.

PREFACE* USELESS 

"One of the curious obsessions which 
seize a writer at the beginning of his 
career, and which some writers never 
overcome, is the fondness for adding 
a are face to every written work. Ex 
cept in the rarest canes this is purely 
personal gratification, because the 
average reader invariably passes over 
the preface and starts with the first 
page of the taxi for some unknown 
reason the anther feels impelled to 
take his reader into his confidence 
after he has completed his work. This 
usually takes the form of an apology; 
bat if the book requires an apology 
It should never have been written. 
Other prefaces classify themselves 
under the head of self -depreciation; 
but if the author does not think well 
of himself how can he expect his 
reader or his critic to take him more 
seriously? If the preface contains 
additional matter which the reader 
ought to know, it should have been 
included in the text Itself, inserted 
in its proper place, where it can elu- 
cidate or amplify that particular por- 
tion of the book to which it relates. 

A glance at the prefaces in a few 
volumes taken at random from my li- 
brary, illustrates the point at issue. 
The first begins, "It is with releuct- 
ance and question that I have brought 
myself to publiah this book." is it 
not a fair question to ask why the 
author forced himself to overcome 
this reluctance If it were really sin- 
cere? In the second we read, "That 
this little volume may be favorably 
received by the public Is the fervent 
desire of the author." Does this, add 
anything to the interest of the book, 
and is it any more than a bromldic 
statement of something which is un' 
derstood without being said? There 
never was an author who did not pos- 
sess the same "fervent desire." Again, 
"If the author has succeeded in mak 
ing the subject more familiar to 
those interested, his labours will not 
have been in vain." True, but this is 
something which the reader must de- 
termine after he has perused the 
pages, and there is nothing gained 
in taking an extra page to impress 
upon the reader a self-evident fact. 

The day of the long descriptive 
opening of the novel has passed away. 
The reader no longer cares to wade 
through pages describing the porter's 
lodge at the gate, the long drive up 
to the oasile, or the scenery which 
intervenes; the story must start with 
some dialogue, or with the descrip- 
tion of some event, which gripe the 
reader at once and interests him suf- 
ficiently to make him wish to con- 
tinue. Slmilarly r the time has passed 
when the reader Is interested in the 
mental gymnastics which preceded 
the writing of a volume: it is the vol- 
ume itself which interests him, or 
falls to Interest him. 

We can spare the preface unless it 
be as mirth provoking as that of 
Lowell's "Dig-low Papers," or as ne< 
cessary to the understanding of what 
follows as the prologue sometimes Is 
to the play. Let the book be a com 
plete unity unmarred by the intru- 
sion of the author's whispered con- 
fidence to bis readers. The book is 
or is- not; the reading of it will tell

Our newspapers likewise are quite 
distinctly commercialised, and hero 
again advertisement plays an extra- 
ordinary part, so that to-day we must 
buy a pound of paper to (et an ounce 
of news. If we cut hair in a barber 
shop wo must let the world know it- 
let everyone realize how well we do It! 
If wo proas suits, sell candles, peanuts 
or pianos, our only way to awaken our 
neighbours to the momentous fact is 
to provide ourselves with the neces- 
sary eleotrlc light or the square feet 
in the newspaper. 

Money is everything. We advertise 
to make money. We buy and Bell to 
make money. We live, eat, sleep, yes. 
perhaps even die to make money. The 
man who cannot make money is a 
failure, while his fellow who accumu- 
lates enormous wealth ia the acme, the 
paragon of success. 



It is not, then, without some feeling 
of disgust and disappointment that we 
admit how large a proportion of men 
enter college with that end in view. 
How many medical students there are 
who frankly admit that their sole pur- 
pose in their profession is to make 
money! Fortunately there are some 
who realize a duty to society as well 
as an ambition to make themselves 
the masters of their specialty. For- 
tunately, too, there are others who. 
content to earn a moderate salary, 
have devoted themselves to scientific 
research, to the perfection of previous 
methods, and to the inauguration of 
further discoveries. These constitute 
the backbone of the profession. To 
men such as these we owe our present 
enlightenment, and from such men 
alone can we expect great future de- 
velopment 

Nevertheless, the tendency to com 
mercialise continues. Shall we see it 
transform a profession of honour and 
renown, with its pride of tradition and 
it* unobtrusive worth, to a shouting, 
Clarine medlay of signa and placards, 
lights and advertisements? Are our 
staring shop windows and glittering 
avenues to radiate with: "Come to us 
tor treatment" "Have your abscesses 
removed cheap," "Operations done at 
all hours." "Diseases cured quickly— 
mumps and measles a specialty," or 
'Have row appendix removed while 
you wait" T 

Perhaps this, indeed, lies ahead. 
Porhnpa it is merely imagination. What 
do you think about it?

war." His countrymen, he said, were 
supposed to be very boastful, and per- 
haps they were, but when an Amer- 
ican boasted he was boast inf Amer- 
ica as a nation, not of himself in- 
dividually. They did not understand 
what "race" was, nor were they proud 
of nay particular race coming to dwell 
on their continent, for they believed 
in a nation of races, the members of 
which should forget their metal ten- 
dencies. The T?ng<ishTnyn had hta 
home, the Frenchman bis hearth, and 
that home and that hearth bad been 
theirs oftentimes for generations. The 
whole of the continent represented 
the American's home, whether he 
lived In Colorado or In New York, or 
migrated from one state of the Union 
to another. He was not "rooted" to 
any home or hearth. If they worried 
about their racial tendencies there 
would be more homesickness among 
them. Americans had been styled 
idealists, bat they were not so more 
than others. The difference was that 
they lived In the future; hence they 
were boeeters. 

Considering that Americans consti- 
tuted a nation, not a race, the Germans 
had "not played the game" m Amer- 
ica, Americans had thought them 
people with delightfully antiquarian 
traditions, but when they had gone 
into the war they found they were 
slmiply boarders In America, To get 
what they could out of the country. 
Americans had derived many advan- 
tages from the war, one of them be- 
ing the acquMUou of the Engtlsh" lan- 
guage, which many of them did not 
epealc, or spoke imperfectly, when in 
America, After the war Americans 
would no longer flock to Europe out 
of mere curiosity; they would come 
to derive benefit from European cul- 
ture, and, he added in conclusion, "to 
take back all your good qualities."
